and Furgeſſes of the Fonſe of Commons in Parliament aſſembled, having 
with all fidelity and obedience conſidered of the ſeveral matters compriſed in your 
Majeſty's lite Gracious Declaration of the 26. of December laſt, and your moſt 
Gracions Speech at the beginning of this preſent Seſſton. 

Do in the firſt place for our | fa and in the names of all the Commons of 
England, render to your moſt Sacred Majeſty the Tribute of our moſt hearty Thanky, 
Jor that infinite Grace and Goodneſs wherewith your Majeſty hath been pleaſed to 
publiſh your Royal Intentions of adhering to your Ad of Indempnity and Oblivion, 
by a teonſtint and religious obſervance of it. And our hearts are ſurther enlarged 
in theſe returns of Thanksgivings, when we conſider your Majeſty's moſt Trincely 
qnd Heroick, Profeſſions of relying upon the Aﬀetions of your Teople, and abhoy- 
ring all ſort of Military and Arbitrary Rule. But above all, we can never enough 
remember, to the Honour of your Majeſlies Tiety, and our own unſpeakable Com- 
fort, thoſe ſolemis and mot endearing Invitations of us your Majeſty's Subjeds, to 
prepare £ aws to be preſented to your Majeity againſt the growth and increaſe of 
Poperys and withal to provide more Laws againſt Licentionſneſs and Impicty, 
at the ſame time declaring your *own reſolutions for maintaining the AT of Uni- 
formity. And it becomes us always #0 acknowledge and admire your Majeſty's 
Wiſdom in this your Declaration, whereby your Majeſty is pleaſed fo reſolve, nit 
onely by Sumptuary Laws, but by your own Royal example of Frugality, to reſtrain 
that exceſs in mens Expences, which is grown ſo general and ſo exorbitant, and 
to dire} our Endeavonrs to find ont fit and proper Laws for advancement of Trade 
aud Commerce. 

After all this, we nioft humbly beſeech your Majeſty to believe, that it is with 
extreme unwillingneſs and reluffancy of heart, that we are bronght to differ from 
any thing which your Maje$ty hath thought fit topropoſe. And though we do no way 
doubt, but that the unreaſonable diftempers of mens ſpirits, aud the many Mutinies 
and Conſpiracies which were carried on during the late interval of Parliaments, 
did reaſonably incline your Majeſty to ill humonrs till the Parliament aſſembled, 

and the hopes of an Indulgence, if the Parliament ſhould conſent 1oit ; eſpecially 
ſeeing the pretendeps to this Indulgence did ſeem to make ſame Title to it by virtue 
of your Majesty's Declaration from Breda. Nevertheleſs your Majeſtics moſt Dur 
tiſul and T ojal Subje#s, who are now returned to ſerve in Parliament from thoſe 
ſeveral parts and places of your Kingdom ſor which we were choſen, &o humbly offer 
it to your Majeſty's great Wiſdom, that it is in no ſort adviſable, that there be an) 
| Trdulgence to ſuch perſons who preſume to diſſent ſrom the AT of Uniformity and 
Religion eFtabliſhed, for theſe Reafone. 

We have conſidered the Nature of your Majeſty's Declaration from Breda, and 
are humbly of opinion, that your Majeſty ought not to be preſſed with it any further.

Majeſty's Intentions to do what in you lay, and what a Parliament fhonld adviſe

Ife have allo conſedered the nature of the Indulgence propoſed, with difference to 
thoſe Conſequences which muſt neceſſarily attend it. 

It will eſtabliſh Schiſm by a Law, and make the whole G@vernment of the Church 
precarious, and the Cenſures of it of no moment or conſideration at all, 

It will noway become the Gravityor 1iſdom of a Parliament, to paſs a T aw at 
one Seſſion for Uniforneity, and at the next Seſſuon the Reaſon for Uniformiaty conti- 
ming Stall the ſame, to paſs another Law to ſrſtrate, or weaken the execatio:! 
of it. 


Jt will expoſe your MajeSty to the reiHeſs importunity of every Se or Opinion, 


and of every ſingle Perſon alſo, that ſhall preſume to diſient from the Church of 


England. 

It will be a cauſe 1 increaſing Sets and Sedaries, whoſe numbers will weaken 
the true Proteſtant Profeſsion ſo far, that it will at leaſs b:conme difficult for it to 
defend it ſelf againſt them. And which is yet further conſtderable, thoſe numbers 
which, by being troubleſome to the Government, find they ean arrive to an Indul- 
gence, will, as their numbers increaſe, be yet more troubleſome, ſoat length they may 
arrive toa general Toleration, which your Majeity hath declared againit, and in 
time, forme prevalent Sed will at laſt contend for an Fſtabliſhment, which for ought 
canbe foreſeen, may end iz Popery. 

It is a thing altegether without precedent, and will take away all means of con- 
viding ON; and be inconſiſtent with the method and proceedings of the Laws 
of England.

nour, and the ſafety of your People, beſeech your Majeſty, not to admit of any Treaty of Peace, 
whereby the French King ſtall be left in the poſſeſſion of any larger Dominions and Territories, 
or of any greater Power than what ke retained by the Pyrerizxan Treaty, leſs than which ye 
conceive cannot ſecure your Majeſties Kingdoms, and the reſt of Europe, from the growth and 
power of the ſaid King, but that ke alone maybe able to diiturb the peace thereof whenſoever 
he is minded to attempt it. The Places reſerved by that Treaty to the King of Spain in the 
Netherlands being advantagions, as well by the witinity of ſome important Towns and Gar. 
riſons to the Kingdom of France, as by the extent of the Territory. Andwe do moſt bum. 
deſire, That in all Treaties, Articles, and Confeder ations, in order to the obtaining that end, 
your Majeſty would be pleaſed to provide, that none of the Parties that ſhall Joyn with your 
Majeſtie in making War for that perpoſe, may lay down their Arms, or depart from their 
Alliances, mntil the ſaid King be reduced at leaſt tothe ſaid Treaty. And we do further de- 
ſire, as one of the moſt effettual means to obtain thoſe ends, that it may be arreed between jour 
Aajefty andthe Confederates, that neither our ſelves, nor any of them, ſhall hold any Commerce 
or Trade with the French King or his Subjetts during ſuch War ; ard that no Commodity of th: 
Growth, Produtt, or Manufattare of France, or of any of the Territories or Dominions of the 
French King be admitted to be brought into your Majeſties, or any of their Countreys and De- 
minions, either by Land or Sea, or to be ſold within the ſame, but that they be ſeized and de- 
ftroy'd whereſoever they be found, and days to be limited for the ſame in as ſhort time as tit 
nature of ſuch Afﬀairs will permit. And that in all Treaties, Articles, and Confederations made 


in order to or for the proſecution of ſuch War, it may be agreed and declared, That no Veſſel of 


any Nation whatſoever ſhall be permitted to emter into, or come out of the Ports of France, but 
that the Ship and Men ſhall be ſeized, and the Goods deFtroyed, 


We do therefore moſt humbly deſire your Majety to proceedin making ſuch Alliances and 
Confederations, as ſhall be neceſſary for the at taining of thoſe ends, Aud though we believe your 
Majeity can never doubt of the affections of your People, yet upon this occaſion we do with al 
alacrity, and with one unanmons conſent, renew our former promiſes and engagement 5, beſeech- 


ing your Majeſty toreft confidently aſſured of our perſeverance in the proſecution of the ſaid 
IWar. And that when your Majeſty ſhall pleaſe to impart ſuch Alliances and Confederations to 
5 in Parliament, we ſhall apon all occaſions. give your Majeſty ſuch ready Afſiſtances ava 
D1pports, As may, by the bleſſing of Goa, bring the ſaidWar to 4 happy concluſion.

if by your aſſiſtance he may be put into Arms ſuſficient ſor ſuch a It erk, his Maje- 
ſty will not be weary of them, till Chriſtendom be reſtored to ſuch a Peace, as it ſha# 
not be in the power of any Frince alone to diſturb. 

This is, in the conſequence of it, as much as a Prince, that walueth his Tort, 
can ſay to you, and heis ſuch a one but to ſay he will make no other Peace than 
ſach a particular Peace, whether able or not able, whether abandoned by his Allies 
or not, is not to be ſaid upon ſolemn F ngagement, becauſe not certainly to be perfor d. 

In ſum, Gentlemen, the right of making and managing War and Peace is in his 
Majeſty ; and if yeu think he will depart from any part of that Right, you are mi- 
Bake: the Reins of Government are in his hands, and h: hath the ſame reſolu- 
tion and concern to preſerve then there, as be hath to preſerve his own Perſon, and 
he keeps both for his Peoples prote@ion and ſafety, and will employ them ſo as far 
as he can. 

IF this Fouſe enconrage his Majcity to go farther in Alliances, by ſupplying 
him in maintaining thoſe he hath made, his care and utmoſt endeavonrs will be em- 
ployed for you. Tf this Houſe doth intend this, it muſt be ſpeedy, the time and con- 
JunFure affords not leijure to conſult long. And therefore his Majeity deſireth, that 
without fart her loſs of time, you apply your ſelves to the conſideration of that Sup-

And further to acquaint them,to think 
of putting the Fleet in ſuch a Poſlure,as may quiet Mens fears, or at leait ſecure us from any ſud- 
den Attemptsz and thouzh his Majeſty lyeth under great ſtraights, yet he doth not, during this 
Setfon, intend to preſs tor any other Supply, being more willing to undergo the burthen ſome 
time longer, then to interrupt you, while Imploycd about the Diſcovery of the Plot, the Tryal of 
the Lords, and the Bills for ſecuring the Religion eſtab!ilhe,

' liament Aſſembled, finding your Majeſties Kingdoms involved in imminent 
dangers and great difficulties, by the evil deſigns and pernicious Councels of 

ſome, wha have been, and are in Fligh plates of T1 "oy and Authority about your Royal 
Perſon, who contrary to the Duty of their places by their Arbitrary and Deſtructive 
Councels, tending to the Subverſion of the Rights, Liberties and Properties of your 
Majeſties Subjetts, and the alteration of the Proteſtant Religion, have endeavoured 
to alienate the Hearts of your Zogal Subjects from your Majeſty and your Government, 
amongſt whom we have juſt reaſon to accuſe John Duke of Lauderdale for a chief pro- 
moter of ſuch Councels, and more particularly for contriving and endeavouring to raiſe 
Jealouſies and Micunder ſtandings between your Majeſties Kingdoms of England and 
Scotland, whereby Heſtilities might have enſued, and may ariſe between both Nati- 
ons, if not prevented. JVherefore we your Majeſties Loyal Subjects conld not but be 
ſenſibly affetted with trouble to find ſuch a Perſon, notwichfanding the repeated Aa- 
areſſes of th: laſt Parliament, continuedin your Councels at this time, when the Aﬀairs 
of your Kingaom require none to be put into ſuch Imployments, but ſuch as ay of

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known Abilities, Intereſt and Eſteem in this Nation, without all ſuſpicion of eithey 
wiſtaking or betraying the trae [ntreſt of the Kingdom, and conſequently of adviſing 
your Majeſty Zll. He ao therefore moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty for the taking 
away the great Fealouſies, Diſſatisfactions and Fears amongſt your good Subjeits, That 
your Majeſty will be graciouſly pleaſed to remove the Duke of Lauderdale from your 
Majeſties Councils in your Majeſties Kingdoms of England and Scotland, and from 


all Offices, /mployments and Places of Truſt, and from your Majeſties preſence for 
ever.

jeſties Lawes and Royal Proclamation, tn purſuance thereof, And conſidering the great 
dangers that mey exſue thereby, epecially at this time of the approaching 7 ryals of the 
Popiſh Zords, now priſoners in the Tower, in whoſe behalf ſome deſperate attempts 
way be made for prevention thereof, and for the better ſecuring of your Majeſties Sa- 
cred Perſon, We do moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty, that you would be gratiouſly 
pleaſed to give order, T hat the Militia of London, Weſtminſter, Southwark, rhe 
Tower Hamlets,and the Counties of Middleſex and Surrey may immediately be raiſed 


and put in a poſture of defence in ſuch proportions, and for ſuch time as your Majeſty 
ſhall think fit.
